Senate Bill 536 Defeated 

For the second time in as many years, the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association's at¬ 
tempt to amend laws governing the Mary¬ 
land Fund program was thwarted when the 
House Ways and Means Committee early 
this month voted out an unfavorable report 
on Senate Bill 536. 

The bill (sponsored by Senators C. A. Por¬ 
ter Hopkins, Charles Smelser and Thomas 
O'Reilly) had easily cleared the senate — just 
as it had done the previous year. But Ways 
and Means again voted the bill down. In 1975 
the vote was 11 to 10. This year it was 9 to 7. 

The seven delegates who voted for the bill 
were Ray Beck, Jack Garrity, Ann Hull, 
George Price, Mike Sprague, Elmo Walters 
and Eugene Zander. Voting against were 
Ben Cardin, Lou Einschutz, Murray Abram¬ 
son, Walter Dean, Gerard Devlin, Bobby 
Hergenroeder, Don Robertson, Decatur 
Trotter and Paul Weisengoff. 

Committee members who were not in at¬ 
tendance included Tyras Athey, Pete 
Basilone, Troy Brailey, Bill Cox, Bill Helms, 
Russell Hickman, Lucille Maurer and How¬ 
ard Needle. 

The bill had been supported by the 
Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association in addition to the MHBA. Op¬ 
posing it were the three mile tracks. Principal 
spokesman for the opposition was Jim 
Doyle, a professional lobbyist who repre¬ 
sented Pimlico and Laurel. 

As was the case last year. Senator Hopkins 
proved to be the MHBA's strongest suppor¬ 
ter. In addition to guiding the bill suc¬ 
cessfully through the senate, he also ap¬ 
peared before Ways and Means to explain its 
benefits. 

From beginning to end. Senator Hopkins 
worked diligently on the legislation, re¬ 
peatedly taking time out from other duties to 
give advice and guidance to representatives 
of the MHBA.

Each consignor will give us their horse’s original registration certificate and a 
signed transfer form along with their negative Coggins upon their arrival on the grounds. In the case of a 
bred mare, you must present us a certificate signed by a certified veterinarian, dated within ten days of 
the sale, stating whether or not the mare is in foal.

Orphan Foal 'Marvin' 
Stars As Mr. Pitty Pat

Like a manufacturer retooling his plant, 
Dave and Kit Brooks decided in 1969 that the 
time had arrived for them to go first class in 
the horse world. They have spent big money 
since then in acquiring fillies, broodmares 
and a share in Secretariat. 

So it's not surprising to report that Mary¬ 
land's newest 3-year-old stakes winner, Mr. 
Pitty Pat, is a Brooks-bred product. 

There is a surprise, though. 

Mr. Pitty Pat comes not from the Brookses' 
new, high class stock purchased since 1969 
but instead is a descendant of Fleet Rebelle, 
one of the first mares they ever owned. 

And to top it all off, Mr. Pitty Pat was 
orphaned when three weeks old. 

"I must have been a good mother for him," 
says Mrs. Brooks. "I raised him myself. He 
used to rest his head on my shoulder and 


stare at me with the warmest, friendliest 
eyes. I called him Marvin. He was my pet." 

Last month the Brookses were delighted 
and astounded to read while vacationing in 
Florida that Marvin had won Garden State 
Park's Ben Franklin Handicap. He was 16-1 
in the race, carried 116 pounds and won by a 
head from In a Trance. Earning $17,323 in the 
mile and a sixteenth test for 3-year-olds, Mr. 
Pitty Pat increased his lifetime earnings to 
$34,582. In a career total of only seven starts, 
he has won four races. 

Mr. Pitty Pat ("I hate the name," says Mrs. 
Brooks. "Somehow it just doesn't fit Mar¬ 
vin.") is the third 1976 stakes winner sired by 
Spring Double. No other Maryland stallion 
can equal that record. 

"But," continues Mrs. Brooks, "when we 
sold Marvin at the 1974 Eastern Fall Sales, 
the Spring Doubles weren't too popular. I 
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guess that's why we only got $7,200 for him. 
He was such a grand looking individual we 
thought he would bring at least $12,000." 

Mr. Pitty Pat's dam was Neat Dish, a 
daughter of Rejected. Neat Dish was one of 
the first horses bred by the Brookses. They 
had purchased her dam. Fleet Rebelle, in 
1964 while carrying Neat Dish in utero. 

Neat Dish wound up earning nearly 
$20,000 while knocking around in cheap 
claiming races for several different owners. 
She was reacquired for $3,500 by Dave and 
Kit after her racing career ended. (During the 
three seasons she raced, Neat Dish made 40 
starts and won six races.) 

Although the mare didn't truly fit into 
their plans following their 1969 decision to 
upgrade their breeding stock, Dave and Kit 
were genuinely grieved by her death soon 
after foaling Mr. Pitty Pat. 


Recalls Kit: "We went up to Glade Valley 
Farms (the home of Spring Double) with a 
van to pick him up. I'll never forget how tiny 
he looked standing all by himself in that big 
stall. And then we put him on that van. A 
little lonesome orphan — he had a horse van 
all to himself." 

Owned and trained now by Robert W. 
Camac, Mr. Pitty Pat seems to have a fine 
future ahead of him. He was unplaced in his 
only start at 2 (at Delaware Park), then came 
out in 1976 with three consecutive scores 
against maiden and allowance company. 

Prior to his triumph in the Ben Franklin he 
had finished fourth by a length and a quarter 
to Wardlaw in Aqueduct's Lucky Draw 
Stakes and third by six lengths to Princely 
Game in Bowie's Prince George's. 

Mr. Pitty Pat's unexpected success in 
stakes company has caused Dave and Kit to

re-evaluate their broodmare holdings. There 
is, of course, nothing they can do about Neat 
Dish. She's dead and gone. But Neat Dish's 
dam, Fleet Rebelle, is still alive and well at 
age 18. Says Kit: "We didn't even bother to 
breed Fleet Rebelle last year. There was noth¬ 
ing wrong with her. I guess we just never got 
around to booking her. But we aren't about 
to forget her this year. She's being sent to 
Spring Double for a three-quarter brother or 
sister to Marvin." 

But no matter what Fleet Rebelle produces 
next year, the Brookses will still be eyeing 
their other mares with a great deal more an¬ 
ticipation. 

Their No. 1 broodmare prospect is Voler 
whom they purchased at Saratoga as a year¬ 
ling in 1971 for $76,000. Voler placed in three 
stakes for Dave and Kit and earned over 
$50,000. Early this month (March 10) she 


foaled a colt by Secretariat. She is being bred 
back to Bold Bidder. 

Next is Come One Come All who was 
bought in November from the Rokeby Farm 
for $135,000. By Round Table out of Aces 
Swinging, Come One Come All has already 
foaled a colt this year by In Reality. She is 
being bred back to Our Native. 

Then there is Shoshanna, a $25,000 year¬ 
ling purchase in 1969. Herself unraced, she is 
the dam of the first stakes winner ever bred 
by the Brookses — Just the Time, winner of 
the 1974 Futurity at Belmont. Infected after 
slipping twins early last year, Shoshanna 
will be bred to Full Pocket this spring after a 
year's vacation. 

Against the likes of these high priced, top 
quality mares, old Fleet Rebelle seems a bit 
outclassed. But the great thing about racing 
is that no one can tell for certain when or 
where the good horses will arrive. So with 
Mr. Pitty Pat winning stakes, there's reason 
enough to take Fleet Rebelle out of mothballs 
and reactivate her as a broodmare. □ 
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Spring Double 
Leading Sire 

Maryland's leading sire for the first 
quarter of the 1976 season is 
syndicate-owned Spring Double who 
is represented by three 1976 stakes 
winners and two other stakes-placed 
winners. No other Maryland stallion 
had sired more than one stakes winner 
during the first quarter of 1976. 

A foal of 1963, Spring Double is by 
Double Jay out of *Sunset Gun II by 
Hyperion. Having himself earned 
$438,317 on the track, Spring Double is 
Double Jay's greatest money-winning 
offspring. 

Retired to stud in 1970, Spring Dou¬ 
ble has resided ever since at Glade Val¬ 
ley Farms near Frederick. His live foal 
fee has remained at $3,500 throughout 
his stud career. 


Spring Double's 1976 stakes winners 
include Gala Double, Gala Lil and Mr. 
Pitty Pat. He is also the sire of stakes- 
placed Strawberry Landing and Film 
Festival. 

Sold as a yearling at the Keeneland 
Fall Sales by Bob Courtenay, Spring 
Double was acquired by Marylander 
Tom Barry on a bid of $7,000. The colt 
raced for Barry and his partner, F. E. 
Power, until sold as a 2-year-old to the 
late Mrs. Milton Erlanger for whom he 
earned the bulk of his bankroll. 

Somewhat surprisingly, Dr. Robert 
A. Leonard, managing partner of 
Glade Valley Farms, reports that 
Spring Double's 1976 book is the smal¬ 
lest he has ever had. 

"This horse can easily handle 40 
mares," said Dr. Leonard, "and in past 
years we've always had to turn down 
applications. But for some reason that 
hasn't happened this year. Right now it 
looks like we'll wind up breeding him 
to only about 30 mares."

Donetta And War 
Exchange Excel 
For Dr. Kossow

Seven years ago a Washington dentist, 
Herman J. Kossow, went partners in the 
purchase of a $5,000 race horse. It was his 
first venture into the business. 

Today Dr. Kossow shares ownership of 
two stakes-winning fillies with the same 
partner, Manny Cohen, who is better known 
as a partner with his brother and sister in the 
popular Beelu Stable. 

How did the two men parlay their $5,000 
plater into Donetta (winner of $230,056) and 
War Exchange ($93,735)? 

"We owe everything to our trainer, Carlos 
Garcia," says the gray-haired, youngish- 
looking grandfather. "I didn't know any¬ 
thing about this business when I got into it, 
and I've still got an awful lot to learn. Carlos 
was the man who made the decisions. 
Manny and me? All we do is clip the 
coupons." 

And for both partners there has been 
many a coupon to clip. 

They purchased Donetta as an unraced 
2-year-old from Dr. Kossow's longtime 
friend and golfing partner Gus Ring for 
$8,000. For Kossow and Cohen she has won 
two $50,000 stakes (Barbara Fritchie H and 
Interborough H) in addition to one $25,000 
event (First Lady H). 

War Exchange was acquired in the fall of 
1974 as a 2-year-old. "She had raced a couple 
of times," recalls Dr. Kossow, "but she was 
still a maiden. Her owner said he was gqing 
to drop her down to claiming company. 
That's when Carlos stepped in and recom¬ 
mended that we buy her." 


No longer a maiden, War Exchange boasts 
one stakes win (Conniver H) and placings in 
five other stakes. 

It might be assumed that any stable with 
two stakes winners has a dozen or so lesser 
quality horses eating away at the profits. But 
with Kossow and Cohen, this isn't the case. 
They have only one other older horse in their 
stable (the 6-year-old gelding Getthru, win¬ 
ner of over $30,000). 

Also owned by the partners are two un¬ 
raced 2-year-olds who were purchased last 
summer at the Fasig-Tipton Company's 
Kentucky auction sale. Selected by Garcia on 
conformation and pedigree, the 2-year-olds 
are a colt by Creme Dela Creme and a filly by 
Canonero II. The colt (named Eliad) cost 
$13,000 and the filly (Mellifluous) $4,200. 

Dr. Kossow and his wife, Florence, are 
both native Washingtonians. Neither has 
any background in horses. "I had a boss who 
loved to play the horses back when I worked 
for a home owners loan company in the 
1930's," recalls the dentist. "He used to take 
me along once in a while. That was my first 
contact with the sport." 

Through the years that followed Dr. Kos¬ 
sow remained an occasional racegoer. 

Then one day seven years ago he had 
lunch with Izzy and Manny Cohen, who

he owns in partnership with Manny Cohen. 
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own the Beelu Stable along with their sister 
Lillian Solomon. All three are among Giant 
Food Stores' principal stockholders. 

Recalls Dr. Kossow: "It was Izzy who 
suggested that I get into the game by forming 
a partnership with his brother. I asked how 
much it would cost. Izzy said why didn't we 
each put up $5,000, then buy a horse for 
$5,000 and use the rest for training expenses. 
Well, we followed his suggestion down to 
the last dollar. We bought a colt by Seven 
Corners out of Betrayed and named him Falls 
Church. 

"We raced then under the name of Single¬ 
tree Stable, but the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission later forbade us to use a stable name 
because of Manny's participation in the 
Beelu Stable. It seems there's some rule 
which prevents a person from racing under 
two different assumed names. 

"Well we had a little luck with Falls 
Church. We won a race with him, and then 
we lost him in November, 1970, for $5,000 in 
a claiming race. When King Leatherbury 
claimed that horse, he put us out of business. 


But the rules of racing gave us the privilege of 
claiming another horse as a replacement. 

"So there we were with money in our ac¬ 
count, looking for a horse to claim. 

"It was precisely at this point that a friend 
of mine named Bob Rosen told me about his 
former neighbor. Bob had lived in New York 
next door to Carlos Garcia. Carlos was an 
Argentinian. His father and grandfather had 
been trainers, and Carlos had been a rider up 
until he got hurt in a fall in Argentina. 

"He had come to New York as a groom for 
some horses that were being imported from 
South America. He liked it here and decided 
to stay on. He married a New York girl who 
speaks Spanish, and he got a job as a groom. 
But he's smart, and he was working his way 
up. He might even have been an assistant 
trainer for somebody. 

"Anyway, Carlos and his wife and her 
children lived next door to Bob Rosen. Bob 
liked him and recommended him to me, say¬ 
ing I ought to give the man a chance. 

"Well, I arranged for Carlos to come to 
Washington to have lunch with me. And 
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KOSSOW continued 

quite frankly I was impressed. Not by his 
command of the English language, though. 
He's smart, but learning English is some¬ 
thing that he's improved on very slowly. 

"So after that lunch, I told him he was 
hired. I told him to go out to the track and 
find something for Manny and me to claim." 

It was on December 9, 1970, that Carlos 
made his move. He filled out a claim slip for a 
2-year-old colt named Pleasant Street who 
was running for $9,500. Pleasant Street went 
on to win the race (as 5-2 favorite), justifying 
Garcia's evaluation. 

Pleasant Street developed into a modest 
money-maker and about a year later was 
claimed from Kossow and Cohen for 
$11,500. 

For the next couple of years, nothing ex¬ 
traordinary happened. They won a few races 
but achieved nothing to attract headlines. In 
retrospect. Dr. Kossow says: "The man with 
a claiming-class stable has an awfully hard 
time of it. Those big stables take his horses 
every time they're in a race where they have 
a chance to win. The only way a small owner 
can do good is to have horses of stakes or 
allowance quality." 

Dr. Kossow recalls that he and Mr. Cohen 
supplemented their original $10,000 outlay 
($5,000 apiece) by another $20,000 during 
their first two years of operation. "But," he 
adds, "never once since then have we had to 
put up a dollar. The money's all been flowing 
the other way. From the race track to us." 

The big break for Kossow and Cohen oc¬ 
curred in 1973 when Gus Ring asked Garcia 
to handle three unraced 2-year-olds for him. 
Carlos took the juveniles in his barn and 
wound up recommending to Kossow and 
Cohen that they purchase from Ring both 
Donetta and Don's Etoile. 

Don's Etoile wasn't much horse. He was 
eventually lost in a $6,500 claimer. 

But Donetta was something else. 

Lightly campaigned at 2 (she failed to win 
but was three times second), Donetta came 
to life as a 3-year-old. "I remember," says the 
dentist, "that she kept finishing close up 
without winning. One day Carlos said to me: 
'We might as well run her in stakes because 


she's going to finish second or third no mat¬ 
ter who she runs against.' " 

So on December 21, 1974, Donetta went 
against stakes horses for the first time. The 
race was Garden State's $25,000 Pine Valley. 
Meeting older fillies and mares, the 3^year- 
old performed at odds of 34-1. 

Much to the fans' dismay, Donetta turned 
in a brilliant performance, finishing third, 
beaten only a head and three-quarters of a 
length for all the money. 

The race (which marked her 30th start in a 
3-year-old season totaling 31 starts) made 
everyone except Garcia change their opinion 
of the *Don Poggio filly. "Carlos," said Dr. 
Kossow, "already knew he had a stakes 
horse." 

Donetta wound up the 1974 season with 
earnings of $42,945. In 1975 she won Laurel's 
First Lady Handicap and accumulated 
$92,413 for her season's efforts. This year at 
5, the mare has won two $50,000 stakes (the 
Interborough at Aqueduct and the Barbara 
Fritchie at Bowie) and has salted away 
another $90,954 in earnings. 

Donetta's dam is Ratatouille, a daughter of 
Traffic Judge. Ratatouille failed to win in 
three starts and at stud produced no other 
stakes-class foals. Ratatouille's dam, Tubuai, 
is the dam of $150,271 winner Natego. 

Asked what he plans to do with Donetta 
and War Exchange once their racing careers 
end, Dr. Kossow said he frankly doesn't 
know. 

"I hate to get into the breeding business," 
he added, "but maybe I'll be forced into it. 
What I want to do is to buy a couple of year¬ 
lings each summer, and then dispose of the 
horses when they can no longer race." 

But Mrs. Kossow is encouraging her hus¬ 
band to become a breeder. 

Says she: "You probably won't be able to 
sell those mares for what you think they're 
worth. And anyway breeding our own 
horses would be an awful lot of fun." 

The hope here is that Mrs. Kossow's opin¬ 
ion will win out. 

With two quality stakes-winning mares. 
Dr. Kossow would undoubtedly be starting a 
breeding operation on the right foot. 

Although the pedigrees of both mares are 
a little light, their racing records can't be dis- 
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puted. Both are their sire's largest money- 
earners. 

War Exchange, a Maryland-bred, is by 
Wise Exchange out of Jungle War by Battle 
Joined. Foaled at Dr. A. Edward Verdi's Ed- 
marve Farm, the filly was catalogued for the 
1973 Eastern Fall Sales but was scratched 
because of a prior sale to Mike Chin. 

It was Chin who in turn sold her to Kossow 
and Cohen. 

From a pedigree standpoint, both fillies 
seem to have inherited more from their sires 
than from their dams. 

Neither the dam of Donetta nor War Ex¬ 
change was able to win a race. But the sires of 
both were topclass horses. 

*Don Poggio raced in both Argentina and 
the United States and earned $293,000. He 
has been standing at stud in Virginia for 15 
years. 

Wise Exchange was a major stakes winner 
at both 2 and 3, accounting for the Tremont, 
Flamingo and Fountain of Youth. He retired 
with earnings of $173,000. 

Foaled in 1965, Wise Exchange stands at 
Stymie Manor Farm in Monkton for a live 
foal fee of $1,500. Owned by a syndicate, he 


is by Promised Land out of Coastal Trade by 
’‘‘Coastal Traffic. 

Asked if he had been much influenced by 
the sires of his two stakes-winning mares 
when deciding to purchase them. Dr. Kos¬ 
sow replied: "No, no. The decision on both 
of them was made by Carlos. 

"All of our luck is attributable to him. 

"Carlos is a good teacher, too. He's taught 
me a lot as well as educating my horses. But 
the one thing he hasn't been able to teach me 
is how to sleep on the night before a stakes 
race. I tell you, this is the world's most excit¬ 
ing game. And it's so involved. So complex. 
Why, 90 per cent of the people who go to the 
races have no conception of what's behind 
the scenes. It's utterly fascinating. And the 
more you learn the more you realize how 
little you know. I've never heard of a busi¬ 
ness with so many ramifications." 

Dr. Kossow says he is flattered, too, by the 
attention newspaper reporters have given 
him this year. "After all," he adds, "what 
chance does a dentist have to get inter¬ 
viewed? None at all. About the only time he 
ever gets his name in the paper is in an 
obituary column." □

A record purse for Maryland-bred 2-year-olds will be offered this 
November at Laurel when the one-mile Maryland Futurity is offered 
under its new conditions. 

The race, already worth $52,100, is expected to carry a gross purse of 
more than $60,000 when run. Only those 2-year-olds sired by nominated 
Maryland stallions are eligible to compete. 

The Futurity closed for stallion nominations on January 15,1976. Sixty- 
three stallions which stood in Maryland during the 1973 breeding season 
were nominated at a cost of $100 per horse. 

Although all Maryland-bred sons and daughters of those 63 stallions 
were automatically eligible for the Futurity, a further eligibility fee of $25 
was required for each 2-year-old by the first of this month. Responding to 
this deadline were the owners of 222 juveniles. 

No other payments for the record-breaking race are required until entry 
is made at Laurel at the normal time of closing. But for those owners of 
2-year-olds who may have missed the April 1 deadline, a late payment of 
$75 (by June 1) will revive their eligibility. All 2-year-olds must be regis¬ 
tered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association as Maryland-breds. 

As of April 1, the nominations and purse values were as follows:

Sixty-three stallions nominated at $100 each . 6,300

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To this total will be added the $75 fee required of late 
eligibility payments (by June 1), plus a fee of $500 to pass 
the entry box and $250 to start. Also to be added to the 
purse will be all bank interest payments on nomination 
and eligibility fees.

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Felix de Weldon 
Sculpts Stallions 
On Grand Scale 

By Snowden Carter 


r'elix de Weldon is a sculptor of great standing — perhaps 
even a genius in his field. 

He works in an 18th century studio in Washington, the very 
same building used by architects and sculptors who laid out the 
streets of the nation's capital and chiseled away at the city's first 
marble friezes. 

Surrounding the three old brick buildings in which Mr. de 
Weldon works is a lower middle class black neighborhood. Brick 
walls and chain link fences border his enclave. A snarling, fear¬ 
some watch dog jumps and barks in his high fenced pen. 

The debris of a deteriorating neighborhood blows against the 
fences and into the studio's grounds. Lounging neighbors watch 
with little interest as the Austrian-born sculptor creates almost in 
front of their eyes statues of the world's greatest people and the 
world's greatest events. 

The Washington studio is one of three maintained by de Wel¬ 
don. He has another in Rome and a third at his summer home in 
Newport, R. I. 

Right now he is nearing completion of two separate statues. 
Both depict famous men on horseback. 

The smaller one (24 feet high) shows General John J. Pershing 
astride a stallion (all of Mr. de Weldon's war heroes ride stallions) 
in full uniform. This statue when completed in bronze will be 
erected in the Place des Etats Unis in Paris. Its cost: $400,000. 
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Plaster cast of Washington, D. C.'s heroic bronze 
Simon Bolivar monument dwarfs its Austrian-born 
creator Felix de Weldon, whose best known statue 
is the raising of the American flag at Iwo Jima. 





de Weldon continued 



The larger statue is destined for Richmond, Va. It shows the 
Confederate States of America's three greatest heroes — Jeffer¬ 
son Davis, Robert E. Lee and Thomas (Stonewall) Jackson. About 
this work, Mr. de Weldon says his principal concern was creating 
12 horse legs in a manner that would not become a mishmash of 
confusion. 

The statue for which Mr. de Weldon is most famous is the 
raising of the American flag at Iwo Jima. This statue (which took 
nine and a half years to construct) is located near the Arlington 
National Cemetery. It is the largest sculpture ever cast in bronze. 

"I built it here," says the former U. S. Navy enlisted man. "It 
was so high I worked right up under the roof of this studio. For 
that project I required a staff of nearly 60 men. Twelve were 
technicians; the rest were in the foundry. For the first two years I 
personally worked 18 hours six days a week and six hours on 
Sundays. For the last seven years I worked only 12 to 14 hours a 
day and maybe four or five on Sundays." 

Other bronzes sculpted by de Weldon include such personages 
as Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, George Bannerman, Simon 
Bolivar, General Calixto Garcia, Commodore Matthew Perry, 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd, George Washington, Harry S. Truman, 
Sam Rayburn, James Monroe, Sir Cedric Hardwicke, Mackenzie 
King, Sergeant York, Andrew Jackson, Benjamin Franklin, John 
F. Kennedy, Dwight D. Eisenhower and scores of others. 
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And now Mr. de Weldon is on a horse kick. 

"I would like," he says, "to do a bronze of Secretariat. Not just 
of him standing still, but showing him in action with his mane 
flying. I have tried to reach Mrs. Tweedy, but so far I haven't 
contacted her." 

Why horses? 

"I have always loved horses," explains the short, pleasant man 
in his Austrian-accented voice. "I have hunted in England. But I 
am the kind of rider who takes time to open the gates instead of 
jumping them. Whenever I am on horseback, I think: Tf I hurt my 
hand, I am out of business.'" 

Born in Vienna as the son of an industrialist, Mr. de Weldon 
learned first about horses at his grandfather's farm. "Since I was 4 
years old, I have been a sculptor. 

"My grandfather was an architect. I studied first in Vienna (he 
holds a Ph. D. from the University of Vienna) then in Rome, 
Florence, Oxford and Paris. My subjects? Mostly archeology, 
anatomy, engineering, psychology and, of course, sculpting." 

Well established in Europe before he came to Canada (to "do a 
fountain") in 1939, Mr. de Weldon enlisted in the U. S. Navy 
("because there was no longer any cavalry") when war was 
declared. Lacking citizenship, he could not get a commission. 
"Near the end of the war (after attaining citizenship), when I had 
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enough points to gain my discharge, I was offered the rank of 
commander. But I turned it down. I wanted to become a civilian 
again." 

Today Mr. de Weldon serves on the Naval War College's Board 
of Trustees. He is the only non-admiral on that board. 

The sculptor lives in a large, beautiful brick home adjacent to 
the Korean Embassy (three and a half miles from his studio) and 
has an even more imposing residence in Newport. The Rhode 
Island home was constructed in 1891 for Edwin D. Morgan and is 
situated on a high rocky bluff which overlooks the Newport 
harbor. 

Although he lives there only during the summer months, the 
estate (which boasts stables, studio and many other buildings) is 
staffed year round by a gardener and two security men. 

Questioned about his apparent wealth, the sculptor replied: "It 
is all self-made. With my own hands." 

As a member of the Presidential Committee on Fine Arts 
(under presidents Truman, Eisenhower and Kennedy), Mr. de 
Weldon has received numerous letters and commendations from 
world leaders, but none thrilled him more than those which 
accidentally came into his possession after the purchase of his 
Washington studio. 
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'There are three old buildings here," he explained. "The oldest 
is my main studio. Its bricks were brought over from Scotland as 
ballast. It was built in the late 1700's. And the purpose of the 
building was the same as its present use. 

"But it was in the stable next door that the letters from George 
Washington were discovered. Soon after I bought the property 
some children were playing in the stable and set it on fire. The 
firemen came and pulled out all the contents. In an old trunk that 
had been in the hayloft were over 300 letters written in the late 
1700's and early 1800's. Some were from George Washington, 
some from Francis Scott Key. I have donated them to the Library 
of Congress where they are known as the Paul Bartlett Collec¬ 
tion." 

Mr. de Weldon's work within the studio begins with a clay 
model of his project. Then he duplicates the model in plaster. 
When this is completed, he disassembles his work in relatively 
small pieces and takes them to New York where they are cast in 
bronze. 

Asked why it was that all of his horses are stallions, Mr. de 
Weldon said: "It is the fitting sex for a warrior's mount. Harry 
Truman complained once about another man's equestrian 
statues. He said they were always riding mares. Then he pointed 
to my Bolivar work and said: 'There's an artist who knows what 
he's doing. That horse has testicles.' " □

On Your Toes, winner of over $141,000, 
was destroyed last month after sustaining 
serious injuries in a training accident. The 
Maryland-bred 8-year-old gelding was 
owned and bred by Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. 
Janney, Jr.'s Locust Hill Farm. 

By Restless Native out of Step Over by 
*Ambiorix, On Your Toes had been training 
over jumps in Camden, S.C., and was to 
have started in the Imperial Cup Steeple¬ 
chase at Aiken last month. That race would 
have marked his first start since last June. 

The gray gelding was a stakes winner at 4 
and 7, accounting for the Brandywine Turf 
H, the Sheridan H, the Capitol H and a divi¬ 
sion of the Jennings H. 

Princely Game Sidelined 

Mrs. Ben Cohen's Princely Game sus¬ 
tained fractures of a sesamoid bone in the 
$100,000 Louisiana Derby last month and 
will be sidelined for an indefinite period. The 
3-year-old colt had been regarded as one of 
Maryland's main hopes for the Kentucky 
Derby. 



Trained by Sonny Hine, Princely Game 
went off 2-1 favorite in the New Orleans race 
but after leading into the stretch he stopped 
badly and wound up twelfth. His rider, Dar¬ 
rell McHargue, told Hine that Princely Game 
stumbled with him three times on the final 
turn. 

Prior to the Louisiana Derby, Princely 
Game had compiled an almost spotless rec¬ 
ord. In six lifetime starts, he had won five 
races and finished second once. His earnings 
stood at $75,505 through victories in three 
stakes — the Prince George's, General 
George and W. P. Burch. 

Bred by Mrs. Cohen and foaled at J. Fred 
Colwill's Halcyon Farm, Princely Game is by 
Majestic Prince out of Good Game by Dead 
Ahead. 

Shenanigans Is Honored 

The 13-year-old Maryland-bred brood¬ 
mare Shenanigans has been voted Brood¬ 
mare of the Year 1975 by the Thoroughbred 
Breeders of Kentucky. The presentation is to 
be made in Louisville during Derby Week to 
Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney, Jr., the 
breeders and owners of the gray Native 
Dancer mare. 

Shenanigans, who finished second in the 
1965 renewal of the Maryland Futurity for 
her only stakes placing, is the dam of Ruf¬ 
fian, champion 2-year-old filly in 1974 and 
champion 3-year-old filly in 1975. Ruffian 
went undefeated until her final race in which 
she was fatally injured last summer. 

Princely Game, who had been a major 
Maryland candidate for the Triple Crown, 
has been sidelined after fracturing 
a sesamoid during the Louisiana Derby. 
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In addition to Ruffian, Shenanigans has 
produced the good stakes winner Icecapade 
and the winners Laughter and On to Glory. 
Shenanigans is herself a half-sister to stakes 
winners The Irishman and Knocklofty. Her 
dam. Bold Irish, is by Fighting Fox. 

S. Bryce Wing Award 

In an attempt to encourage the spirit of 
clean, competitive participation in timber 
racing to which S. Bryce Wing (1891-1975) 
was so totally dedicated, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Committee has created an award in his 
honor. 

The S. Bryce Wing Award is a perpetual 
trophy to be held one year by the recipient. It 
is not necessarily an annual award, the 
committee feeling that it should be presented 
only when a rider of outstanding sportsman¬ 
ship becomes apparent to the committee. 

In making its determination, the commit¬ 
tee will attempt to choose the timber rider 
who displayed characteristics upon which

Obituaries 

H. Patrick Mahoney 

H. Patrick Mahoney was killed last month 
when fragments from the roof of his barn at 
his Raintree Farm in Unionville, Pa., were 
blown into him during a violent wind storm. 
The 35-year-old television executive had 
lived in Darlington before becoming as¬ 
sociated with a Philadelphia television sta¬ 
tion in 1972. 

An enthusiastic horse owner who hunted 
in Maryland with the Elkridge-Harford, Mr. 
Mahoney was standing near his wife, De¬ 
borah Lyem Mahoney, when fatally injured. 
Mrs. Mahoney was seriously hurt in the ac¬ 
cident but is expected to recover. The 
Mahoneys are the parents of four daughters, 
the oldest of whom is 10.

William Hill Brooke 

William Hill Brooke, a former jointMaster 
of the Marlborough Hunt Club, died last 
month in Annapolis at age 79. Mr. Brooke 
came from an old Maryland family and upon 
his retirement 11 years ago was vice presi¬ 
dent of the Suburban Trust Bank in Upper 
Marlboro. He also farmed in Prince Georges 
county and was an expert on the wildlife and 
history of the Patuxent river. 

Robin K. Stemler 

Robin K. Stemler, 22-year-old Towson res¬ 
ident, was killed early this month when a 
horse she was jumping at a Unionville (Pa.) 
riding center fell with her. Miss Stemler had 
been a riding instructor for several years, 
working for the Southampton Horse Center 
near Bel Air and Goucher College. She had 
also worked for J. Michael Plumb, captain of 
the USET's three-day team. 

Well known at Eastern shows in which she 
had ridden her half-Arabian named Wickeri, 
Miss Stemler was a 1971 winner of the Git- 
tings Horsemanship award and also won 
many hunter seat, endurance and combined 
training competitions. 

Her most recent honor was a scholarship 
from the Maryland Combined Training As¬ 
sociation to further her education in horse- 
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manship. The scholarship is given on the 
basis of demonstrated equestrian ability. At 
the time of her death, Miss Stemler was 
using the scholarship at Unionville. 

Charles A. Laubach, Jr. 

Charles A. Laubach, Jr., a co-founder of 
the Maryland Combined Training Associa¬ 
tion, died last month following a long illness. 
Mr. Laubach, known to his friends as Bucky, 
was 56 years old. 

In 1972 Mr. Laubach and Mary Lynch 
Simmers founded the MCTA. Mr. Laubach 
served as the organization's president until 
1974. He was keenly interested in promoting 
horsemanship among children and was on 
the governing body of the Green Spring Val¬ 
ley Hounds Pony Club at the time of his 
death. 

A 1937 graduate of McDonogh School, Mr. 
Laubach rode on that school's polo and show 
teams while a student there. He is survived 
by his wife, the former Ruth Deady, a son, 
John R. Laubach, a daughter, Lisa Burke 
Laubach, and his mother, Mrs. Natalie L. 
Escher. 

Marx S. Kaufman 

Marx S. Kaufman, a Baltimore advertising 
executive who was always close to the Mary¬ 
land racing scene, died early this month from 
a heart attack suffered while he and his wife 
were on their way to Washington to attend a 
concert. 

A colorful and likeable person, Mr. Kauf¬ 
man frequently proposed ideas to executives 
of race tracks and other sports projects. Ten 
years ago he directed and produced a 
documentary film on Maryland's racing in¬ 
dustry after "selling" the idea to the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission. Mr. Kaufman, 70, 
was also a ham radio operator and an 
amateur photographer.

Bus's Tackroom

Bus Taylor trained Thoroughbreds on the Maryland-Delzvare circuit 
until his death in 1959. At the drop of a rub rag , he told tales that 
reflected his enjoyment of the comic and ironic aspects of backstretch life. 
Here he confronts two chronic problems , a wooden leg and a scarcity of 
money , and uses one to solve the other. 



One cold morning at Bowie we were 
hustling around trying to keep warm when 
an obnoxious ol' boy came along chewing on 
a cigar. Everybody was down in the mouth 
because of owing the feed man, or their 
horses were coughing, or else they were cold 
and broke to boot. Somebody who was suf¬ 
fering along with you — like Irish Jimmy — 
could make a joke of the situation and it 
would be funny. But this fellow would make 
you want to hit him up alongside the head 
with a bucket. 

"Well, Bus," he began good and loud, "It's 
about time for your annual win, ain't it? You 


never win more'n about one a year, do you? 
You makin' a collection of crippled horses or 
do you just like losin'?" 

"I'm waiting for one big one. Don't want to 
use my luck up on small-time stuff." 

"Oh, is that it?" he sneered. "I knowed 
there must be some reason. Cold, ain't it?" 

"Maybe for you it is, but since I found out 
about the Indian cure for cold, I don't pay 
any mind to the weather at all." 

"What's that?" he asked. "Damned if I 
wouldn't like to find a cure for this weather." 
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"Well, the Indians knew the heart was on 
the left side. Right?" 

"Right," he agreed, t'p-t'ping a stray piece 
of tobacco from his mouth.

There was a water bucket in the tackroom 
with one of those drop-in heaters in it. I 
unplugged it and asked if the water was hot 
enough. He touched the side of the bucket 
and drew back his hand. I pulled off my 
shoe, leaving the sock on, and jammed my 
wooden leg in the bucket. "See, I can even 
leave my sock on now," I bragged, "to act as 
a compress and help hold the heat in. Do you 
want to pay now or when the five minutes 
are up?" 

He chomped the cigar to shreds and 
looked about to cry, but he did hand me a 
hundred-dollar bill. 

"Thanks, ol' buddy," I said, putting the 
money slowly and carefully into my billfold. 
"This will help ease the bind until I get my 
annual winner." □

It was probably the only time in the his¬ 
tory of Maryland hunt racing that the driver 
of a van got an extra tip for getting lost. 

But, according to Hannah Owens, that's 
exactly what happened. 

At the Goshen Hunt's seventh annual 
point-to-point races, on March 14 at Tus- 
culum Farm, Unity, Md., Charles (Chick) 
Owens of Marlborough Hunt entered his 
7-year-old chestnut gelding Jay's Trouble in 
the open hurdle race, the second of a nine- 
race program. Reluctantly, Owens scratched 
his entry when the van carrying his two 
horses failed to arrive. "I have called the 
Maryland State Police to keep a lookout for 
it," Owens remarked when he obviously 
wasn't going to be able to compete against 
Alfred Knowles' Mr. Jam and Helen Polin- 
ger's Champerty in the open hurdle. 

Convinced the van had broken down, 
Owens still hoped it would arrive in time for 
him to ride another entry, Sure Move, in the 
maiden timber. It did and he did. Only he 
did more than that. 

Following his outing with Sure Move in 
the maiden timber, where the combination 
placed third, he made a quick decision to ride 
Jay's Trouble in the featured open timber. 

Other than hunting. Jay's Trouble had 
never been schooled over timber. He had run 
over hurdles all season. Now, his owner of 
six months (he was bought from George 
Strawbridge who also ran him over hurdles) 
was going for the big one, the Governor's 
Cup. 

Competition was certainly keen enough. 
Owens doesn't fool around when he makes 
up his mind to do something. Helen Polin- 
ger's Idol Fellow, with J. B. Secor aboard, 
Stas Maliszewski riding his Hammurabi II 
and Jonathan Ruhsam on Mrs. H. L. Welsh's 
Code of the Hills were the entries to beat in 
the three-mile, 14-fence event. 

Code of the Hills set the pace and held it 
for the first 12 fences, with Jay's Trouble and 
Hammurabi II close behind. Idol Fellow lag¬ 
ged a bit. The tenth fence claimed Ham¬ 


murabi II. Code of the Hills sagged measur¬ 
ably going up the last incline and Idol^ellow 
came on strong, taking the last fence pair- 
style with Jay's Trouble. Down the home 
stretch they were neck and neck until the 
finish when Jay's Trouble nosed out the fa¬ 
vored Idol Fellow. 

Marlborough Hunt MFH Alfred Smith, Jr., 
was so elated over a member of his hunt 
winning the Governor's Cup he was last 
seen walking around with the 40 pounds of 
weight Chick had to carry to meet the 185- 
pound limit. 

About his new timber horse, Owens said, 
"He's great in the hunt field, quiet, and loves 
to go." He obviously loved to go around the 
race course, too. 

The maiden timber, with conditions iden¬ 
tical to the open timber except the weight 
(175 lbs.), was another thriller. Tom Voss on 
Sir Wonder and Chick Owens on Sure Move 
led for two miles and ten fences. Right after 
the tenth, Turney McKnight pushed the go 
button on Matlow, the 5-year-old bay geld¬ 
ing he's hunted Elkridge-Harford hounds on 
this season. Matlow took the lead and played 
nip and tuck with Art Willson on Heyou 
Biyou in the homestretch, crossing the finish 
first by two lengths. 

McKnight said he bought Matlow from 
Mrs. A. C. Randolph and is hunting him for 
the first time this year. He ran over hurdles at 
Marlborough in the March '75 meet but fell 
and broke his jaw. "It was just shattered," 
McKnight said. "We figured he must have 
hit it with his foreleg when he went down." 
Matlow didn't run again until Saratoga. 

Willson, son of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Willson of Howard county, made his debut 
on the 'chasers this season. An honorary 
whipper-in for Howard County Hunt, 
Willson entered three races at Goshen. He 

After a lost van kept him from competing 
in the open hurdle Jay's Trouble made 
his first start over timber in the featured 
Montgomery, carrying owner Charles Owens 
to victory and Governor's Cup points. 
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placed first in the Sandy Spring, a mile and a 
quarter flat, riding A. Brice Ridgely's Arctic 
Avens who nosed out D. M. Smithwick, Jr., 
on Babeen in the stretch. In addition to his 
second place in the maiden timber, he took 
third in another flat when David Taylor on 
W. H. Jack's New World III, Speedy 
Smithwick on Taku and Willson on Doeg 
Willie crossed the line not more than a half- 
length apart. 

Only two horses entered the open hurdle. 
A1 Knowles' Mr. Jam, ridden by J. B. Secor, 
and Jonathan Ruhsam on Helen Polinger's 
Champerty put on an excellent show for the 
estimated crowd of 3,000. 

It was a beautiful sight to watch the two 
bay geldings fence spectacularly, both 
owned by good friends, and Helen Polinger 
muttering, "I don't know who to cheer" as 
she dashed excitedly from one viewpoint to 


the next. Secor expertly nudged Mr. Jam 
across the line just a whisker ahead of 
Champerty, or as the pros would say — 
"give 'em a half-length." The winning time 
of 3:14 4 /5 was just a fifth of a second ahead of 
the winning time clocked for Ruhsam aboard 
Diana Norris' Mod Man in the maiden hur¬ 
dles. Mod Man nosed out Robin Kelley on 
his What a Doc after the latter pair had led 
the nine-horse field over the eight-hurdle 
mile and a half course all the way but where it 
counts. Norman Fraley's Big Burley was 
.third. 

The junior races at Goshen produce as 
much excitement as the regular ones. For the 
second year, Billy Sherd's Jack led the field to 
the finish, and that was after a recalcitrant 
Jack had to be led back to the starting line by 
not one, but two out-riders following a false 
start. For the older juniors, 18 years and 
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Goshen continued

under, Ricky Hendricks riding Twin Nora 
and Sherry Sherd on Barbee were victorious 
in a field of 14 with Twin Nora winning by a 
quarter-length. 

Four relay teams competed for points to¬ 
ward the Samuel E. Bogley memorial trophy.

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If there is any question in anyone's mind 
about the general interest in hunt racing it 
was certainly squelched on March 20 at the 
Potomac hunt races. A record crowd of over 
10,000 watched the race program under 
warm, sunny skies. If anything was lacking, 
it was the number of horses entered in the 
two featured timber races, the Potomac Cup 
for which points towards the Seven Corners 
Trophy were awarded and the Potomac 
Plate, the Governor's Cup competition. 

In the latter event four horses went post- 
ward. Three miles and eighteen fences later 
Chick Owens astride his recently converted 
former hurdle horse. Jay's Trouble, had 
another five points towards the Governor's 
trophy. The pair breezed around the course, 
taking the lead over the eighth fence and 
never relinquishing it for any noticeable 
time. Their winning time of 6:09 was impres¬ 
sively faster than the winning time of the 
co-featured timber race won by Randy Rouse 
riding Cousin Wes. Rouse crossed the line in 
the Potomac Cup competition three lengths 
ahead of his only challenger, David Semmes 
astride August Acorn. The time: 6:22. The 
win gave Rouse a leading edge in the Seven 
Corners Trophy competition, a primarily 
Virginia oriented circuit as opposed to the 
newly created Maryland competition, the 
Governor's Cup. 

Other Potomac Plate competitors included 
Thomas Moffett's Bel Esprit II with Steve 
Secor riding and Tom Voss on Mrs. M. Gil¬ 
lian Fenwick's Super Buper who finished a 
close second and third, respectively. James 
Robinson's Tunnel Turner was a far fourth. 

Although both races were short on entries, 
they were long on interest. They were both

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close races and gave the crowd what they 
came to see. It's a shame the general public 
has developed interest in hunt races faster 
than the horse people can develop the 
horses. Point-to-point races can be a great 
source of income for hunt clubs and help 
defray the expenses accrued throughout the 
year. Some hunts choose to split their profits 
with community organizations, while others 
retain the profits to help meet growing debts. 
But the important thing is the interest that is 
there now. It will certainly help perpetuate 
the historic sport of foxhunting. 

Potomac's flat races were well filled. The 
ladies' flat, the Alice Keech Plate, boasted 
twelve entries and no scratches. Two sisters, 
Jennifer and Jackie Rowland, were compet¬ 
ing against each other. Jennifer, well known 
in lady jockey circles, took time off from the 
flat tracks to ride Neathery Batsell's Orotund 
in the hunt race meet. It was worth the effort. 
She won in good time, 2:15, just a length 
ahead of Melanie Ryan on Peter Rice's Mr.

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Vision. In third place was a Randy Rouse- 
owned horse, Summer Idyll, ridden by 
Kathy Edwards of Middleburg. Jennifer's 
sister, Jackie, a student at Washington Col¬ 
lege, rode Lethal Call to fourth place. 

The gentlemen's flat, also a mile and a 
quarter, was won by Taku ridden by D. M. 
Smithwick, Jr. Identical time as in the ladies' 
event was clocked. Taku took the lead early 
in the race and held it to the finish. David 
Taylor on New World III was his closest 
competitior, followed by David Myers as¬ 
tride Challenge Trophy. 

Unfortunately for Helen Polinger, she fell 
in the team relay race and was enroute in an 
ambulance to Suburban Hospital about the 
time her Kid Hank, ridden by Jonathan 
Ruhsam, was collecting the Gen. H. H. 
Semmes Challenge Trophy, an open hurdle 
race. Kid Hank broke in front and stayed 
there all the way, fending off challengers 
Iron in the Fire ridden by Jim Stump; J. B. 


Secor on Mr. Jam and Douglas Worrall as¬ 
tride Iron Man's Orr, finishing in that order. 

Robin Kelly rode his What a Doc to victory 
in the maiden hurdles. Kelly and Doc were 
making their second attempt in as many 
weeks. They were second at Goshen the 
previous week and were nosed out at the 
finish after leading all the way. Kelly made 
sure that didn't happen this time. The pair 
led by three lengths across the finish with 
Norman Fraley's Big Burley and Bruce Fen¬ 
wick on Evil Boy in hot pursuit. 

For the second consecutive week the 
Goshen Hunt team of Kevin Curran, his sis¬ 
ter Patty Costello and Bill Fleming won the 
mixed team relay. 

Later from her hospital room, Mrs. 
Polinger said: "I really can't tell you why I fell 
off. I just don't know for sure what hap¬ 
pened. Gabster was hard to turn, I lost a 
stirrup and had just recovered it. I think she 
bobbled and I was off balance." 

Helen broke some ribs, punctured a lung 
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Potomac continued 

and broke her clavicle. Her fall eliminated 
the champion Goshen team from the day's 
competition. The Bull Run Hunt team of 
Mrs. Wally Dennis, Mrs. Sandra Worsham 
and Joan Jones gave the winning Goshen 
team a tough time right down to the wire. 
"We were almost three abreast at the finish 
line," Kevin Curran admitted after the race. 
He was holding a lovely silver trophy for his 
part in the team effort. This win put his team 
in front for the Samuel E. Bogley Perpetual 
Trophy award. 

Preceding the 1 p. m. official race program, 
46 hunt pairs competed for either optimum 
or speed time over a four-mile hunt course. 
Potomac Hunt's Helen Hellmuth and 
Martha Szczur (pronounced Caesar) riding 
Sundance and Mocca won the optimum 
Anne Christmas Perpetual Trophy. Their 
time was 15:26. In second place were 
Elizabeth Karlow on Tolerann and 
Alexandra Karlow on Tri-Scholar. A Bull 
Run team of Richard Schoenfelder on 
Melody and Elroy Worsham on Fia were 
clocked in third. 

In the speed division Charlie Conaway 
and Peggy Zile of Taylorsville Hunt on Black 
Manor and Flea Hardy nipped past Tom 
Dowd and Dr. Alan Weintraub on O'Rourke 
and Edna to win by three seconds. Dowd, 
owner of Belvedere Farms, Travilah, where 
the races are annually held, was a most 
gracious host-loser. Joe Muldoon and Phyllis 
Jones (she was trophy chairman for the day), 
collected the third place trophy in the speed 
division. 

There is no other way to slice it. The inter¬ 
est is there. The public wants to see good 
point-to-point races. The horses and riders 
at Potomac did a super job. It was just that 
more of them would have advanced the 
cause. The future of the sport now lies in the 
hands of the foxhunters.

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Although the fields were small for How¬ 
ard County's three timber races, there was 
plenty of excitement in each of the three-mile 
tests run last month at the Meriwether Farm 
of Mr. and Mrs. Leo Butler. 

Only three horses went postward in both 
the Howard County Cup (minimum weight 
165 pounds) and the Mr. and Mrs. Walter A. 
Edgar Memorial (minimum weight 185 
pounds). 

There was nary a spill in either event. 

John M. Myers' Donna Donovan captured 
the Howard County Cup (second race on the 
program) in the exceptionally fast time of 
5.25 2 ls, while Mrs. Jack S. Griswold's Coney 
Island achieved a hard-earned victory in the 
Edgar Memorial (third race). Winning the 
Edgar for the third time in the last four years, 
Coney Island retired the trophy. 

Coney Island, timed in 5.51, won by a 
head from William R. Myers' Frost Time. 



Paul Krate's Pat's Terror, the only other star¬ 
ter, was eased up when outdistanced. 

This particular event, run over 20 timber 
fences, is the one that marked Coney Island's 
debut as a jumper back in 1973. Coney Is¬ 
land's rider, Jack Griswold, has, of course, 
been riding winners at hunt meetings for 15 
years. 

Crazy Stripes won the other jumping race, 
and Jennifer Rowland, taking the afternoon 
off from Pimlico, rode the other three win¬ 
ners, all at a mile on the flat. 

The threat of rain somewhat held down 
the festive air usually expected for the race 
meeting conducted annually by the Howard 
County Hunt Club. But there were several 
traditions that could not be broken, regard¬ 
less of the weather. 

The participants and officials seemed more 
interested in having a good time than taking 
part in some momentous sporting event. 
Post (late) entries were permitted. In one 
instance, when a horse refused to start in one 
race, he was promptly entered in the suc¬ 
ceeding event. 

The fields were small as usual, but the 
competition again was amazingly close. 

Although the six-race card attracted no 
more than 750 persons to Meriwether, most 
of the participants had been in action long 
before. 

Frost Time had been a winner as far back as 
February 21 when he captured a division of 
the Casanova Cup in Virginia.

Myers, second with Frost Time, won the 
Howard County Cup astride Donna Dono¬ 
van. He rode the mare to victory over Gustan 
in one of the fastest paces ever set in the 
Howard County Cup race. 

Both Donna Donovan and Gustan took the 
first few jumps in something less than ideal 
form but their brisk pace made it seem as if 
they were racing 6 furlongs at Pimlico. 

Bruce Fenwick won the program's only 
other jumping race — the Alda Clark Chal¬ 
lenge Plate — riding H. Stokes Lott's Crazy 
Stripes. Four horses started in this race for

An abundance of talent was entered in 
the Elkridge-Harford races, held early this 
month at Mrs. Edward S. Voss' Atlanta Hall 
Farm. From Pennsylvania came Shiloh 
Farm's Jacko, 1975 Maryland Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner; newly arrived from Aiken, S. C., was 
Charles S. Bird, Jr.'s Fort Devon, who 
finished second to Jacko in the Hunt Cup last 
year and won the Maryland Grand National. 
Here, too, were Mrs. Jack S. Griswold's 
talented jumper Coney Island and Mrs. 
Eugene Weymouth's Burnmac, 1974 Hunt 
Cup victor. 

Jacko, Fort Devon and Coney Island care¬ 
fully avoided each other; each entered a dif¬ 
ferent one of the three races. But it was a 
youngster named Matlow who won the fea¬ 
tured S. Lurman Stewart Memorial. 

With many horses cross-entered in the fea¬ 
ture and in the heavyweight Edward S. Voss 
Memorial, it wasn't until the last minute that 
spectators could sift through the program 


and see how the race shaped up. The^show 
turned out to include a little mayhem, falls 
and dwindling fields, but some talented 
four-footed athletes put on a good exhibi¬ 
tion. 

Eight horses were led to the post for the 
Stewart Memorial by Elkridge-Harford 
Huntsman Dallas Leith on Mary Ellen. It was 
a bright spring afternoon and a cool wind 
blew over this particularly lovely part of Har¬ 
ford county. The grey post and rail fences 
and board panels looked stiff and crisp. 
Horses' coats shone, but Fort Devon's out¬ 
shone them all. It looked like highly polished 
brass as he left the paddock, kicking occa¬ 
sionally at imaginary threats from the rear. 
Riders' green and black, red and white, or 
sky-blue silks rippled in the breeze. It was a 
perfect day for timber racing. 

At the drop of the starter's red flag, Buzz 
Hannum took Fort Devon out front with 
Matlow and owner/rider Turney McKnight 
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and Col. Paul Wimert's Minaccia, Charlie 
Fenwick up, back in the pack. At the second 
fence, Stormin Norman fell with Warry Gil- 
let. Swerving to avoid them, Bel Esprit II 
unseated Steve Secor,who retrieved the 
horse, remounted and galloped along be¬ 
hind the field. 

Meanwhile Fort Devon continued to lead 
around the Voss barns, down the long grade 
to the turn at the bottom, and then back up 
the hill and past the judges' wagon. Here 
Matlow moved into second place, followed 
by Minaccia, Exclusive Dare, Baudry, Stud- 
ley Castle and Bel Esprit II. 

One of the biggest fences on the course 
adjoins the barns. This the field cleared, but 
at the next fence Exclusive Dare's legs folded 
when he landed and he fell, unseating Derek 
di Grazia. Studley Castle couldn't avoid 
them; he fell and rolled on Jimmy Stump, 
breaking his collarbone. Di Grazia was un¬ 
hurt and remounted. 

Long gone were the four remaining 
horses, who maintained their positions until 
the turn for home. Here Matlow moved up, 
leading Fort Devon over the final two jumps 
and pulling away to win by about three 
lengths. Minaccia was third and Rushmore 
Mariner's Baudry, with Ross Pearce up, was 
fourth. 

McKnight bought his young jumper as a 
3-year-old from Mrs. A. C. Randolph of Vir¬ 
ginia, "where I get many of my horses." The 
5-year-old son of Cyane won over hurdles 
last fall at Fair Hill and was hunted this 
winter with Elkridge-Harford, where 
McKnight is joint MFH. The horse will be 
lightly raced this season because of his age. 

This was Fort Devon's initial start for the 
year, after wintering in Aiken,and the race 
could be considered a tightener for him. 

Owner-rider Turney McKnight's young 
Cyane gelding Matlow takes the high panel 
while Buzz Hannum takes the low 
on Fort Devon, who was making his initial 
start this year in the Stewart Memorial. 


The Edward S. Voss Memorial, ridden at 
185 pounds, drew 12 starters with Coney 
Island considered the horse to beat. But 
Burnmac was there, too, and with Paddy 
Neilson up his chances were good. How¬ 
ever, Jay Griswold took Coney Island out 
front and that's where he stayed. After the 
race Griswold said, "My horse has started 
three times in the last thirteen days and he 
felt wonderful. He can run in front as well as 
come from behind. He just skipped over the 
fences." Former problems with his wind 
seemed no handicap to this good looking son 
of *Beechpark. 

Following Coney Island over the finish 
line were Billy Myers on his own Frost Time, 
the young pair from Upper Marlboro, and 
Hammurabi II, Stanislaw Maliszewski's 
New Zealand-bred who was ridden by 
McKnight. Mrs. Maliszewski explained, 
"Stas couldn't ride because he was hurt in a 
fall at Goshen. We had Hammy x-rayed, but 
we didn't x-ray Stas, and he turned out to be 
the one who was hurt." 

Of the 12 starters in this race only half 
finished. Following Hammurabi were Ben 
Griswold, IV, on his mother's Polar Front, 
Nipigon and Doug Worrall, and Moon Meet¬ 
ing, with Danny Culver riding for the injured 
Jimmy Stump. The rest of the field either fell 
or pulled up. Paddy Neilson reported that 
Burnmac was sore and Tom Voss said that 
his horse, Mrs. M. Gillian Fenwick's Super 
Buper, stopped when he passed his barn. 

The ladies put on a grand show when their 
turn came. There were only three horses but 
what jumping, what class, and everywhere 
shouts of encouragement. Starting were last 
year's winner, Mrs. H. L. Burkheimer's Pats 
Gamble, ridden by Sally Diffenderffer, Tur¬ 
ney McKnight's Still in All with Vivian Rail, 
and the Russell Jones' Jacko, Wendy Jones 
up. 

After the start the horses were strung out 
about four lengths apart with Pats Gamble in 
front, reaching boldly for his fences. He ap- 
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peared to pull and Sally let him have his way. 
Next came Jacko and finally Still in All. 
Going down the hill for the second time, Pats 
Gamble began to lose ground over fences 
while Jacko moved up. Jacko led over the last 
jump, clearing it with room to spare and 
pulling away to win by some ten lengths. 
Still in All overtook a tired Pats Gamble for 
second. 

Jacko is the Jones family pet, adored and 
extremely versatile. He has won over brush 
and timber and is hunted by Russell, a whip 
for Andrews Bridge. Jones is also president 
of the newly invigorated Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association. "You really had 
him fit, Russ," Wendy exclaimed after the 
race. "He's a super jumper. When you ask 
him for more, he gives it." 

The horse may have astounded her, but 
Mrs. Jones astounded spectators when 
nine-month-old baby Michael was plopped 
in her lap as Jacko was led back to the judges' 
wagon. Jones commented, "She hasn't rid¬ 
den a race for four years. It was back in 1972 
that she won with Jacko at Fair Hill." Wendy 
is a super athlete herself. □

Tom Sheridan Memorial 

Ann Fenwick and 13-year-old Nipper 
avoided a horse which refused in front of 
them and went on to win the Tom Sheridan 
Memorial, Green Spring Valley Hunt Club's 
old-fashioned point-to-point, in Glyndon 
last month. The finish of the five-mile race 
was marred by two spills and the lucky pair 
won by neatly side-stepping Ben Griswold, 
who was thrown over the last fence. The 
other spill also occurred at the last fence 
where Danny Culver, one of the leaders, fell 
with his horse Big Reuben. 

Griswold, joint MFH Elkridge-Harford, 
rode into this board obstacle in front of Ann, 
who was followed by Doug Worrall on Ed 
Smith's Nipigon and Liz Pearce on Turney 
McKnight's Live Oak. Griswold's horse re¬ 
fused and swerved in front of Worrall while 
Ann chose a clear panel which Nipper 
jumped beautifully. She was followed over 
the finish line by Worrall and Liz Pearce. 

Meanwhile Danny Culver chose to enter 
the field over a fence which was at right 
angles to this one and on a hillside. He gal¬ 
loped along it, turned and jumped, but Big 
Reuben was too tired and fell in a heap on the 
other side, where he lay until he recovered 
his breath. Culver was unhurt, as was Gris¬ 
wold, who remounted and finished sixth. 

Ann, the wife of Charles C. Fenwick, Jr., 
helps her husband leg up and school their 
jumpers. She is fit and wouldn't have blown 
out a candle. She explained that Nipper had 
hunted with Green Spring and will be retired

from racing this year. "This is his last race," 
she said. "From now on I'll hunt him, but he 
won't have to do this any more." 

Old fashioned races are for hunters. It 
takes a fit horse to gallop and jump about five 
miles over natural hunting country, through 
streams and up and down hills. It's tough 
going. 

Twenty starters arrived at Mantua Farm 
where Frank Bonsai, Jr. and his mother Edith 
Bonsai operate a Thoroughbred breeding 
farm. It was a superb spring day with not a 
cloud in the sky and the lovely farms in that 
part of the Western Run valley stretched and 
yawned in the sun.

Les Grimes, Huntsman at Green Spring, 
started the race in a cornfield between Man¬ 
tua Farm and Mrs. S. Bryce Wing's property. 
Corn stubble rattled and flew as horses made 
for two big fences in front of the Bonsais'. 
Most riders bore right, around the house, but 
Fife Symington, ex-MFH Green Spring, took 
Handsome Daddy over a huge fence by the 
driveway. "It was," he explained later, "on a 
direct line to the Carey place farther up Man¬ 
tua Mill road where we picked up the first 
chip." 

Despite Symington's efforts, Doug Wor- 
rall and Nipigon led at the first stop. From 
there riders headed for Jill Fenwick's and a 
portion of the Grand National course. 

"Walter Brewster, Ann, Danny and I," 
Worrall said, "were together at the second 
stop. I saw a big Grand National fence in 
front of me and was relieved when Danny 
took out a panel. He made a horrendous leap 
into a stream and later came over a corner 
fence by Danny Brewster's barn where he 


took out another panel." Approaching the 
finish (from different angles), Culver and 
Griswold were clearly in the lead. However, 
Ann did what neither could — she kept Nip¬ 
per going and stayed aboard. A fit horse and 
rider are hard to beat. 

First child to finish was Henry Cochran, 
14, and Running Bear. The eighth grade 
Gilman student said his pony refused the 
last fence because he was tired, but rallied 
and placed eighth overall, after Perry-Ann 
Sheridan on Shawnee, who won last year. □ 

Frederic Cross Memorial 

Marnie Brewster confirmed many riders' 
pre-race assessment of the Frederic Cross 
Memorial in Harford county. She and her 
horse John Vale, winners last year, were the 
pair to beat. In a thrilling finish, she held her 
lead over Sally Maher and Nuck-els, who 
were followed by Henry Cochran on his 
great hunting pony Running Bear. 
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Before the race Sally had decided to stay as 
close as possible to Marnie and this she did, 
despite Nuck-els' near fall in a stream. The 
horse was named by the late Wassie Ball, 
who looked at the large osselets on his ankles 
and said of the Thoroughbred Paul's Prince, 
"Hell, call him Knuckles." The unusual spel¬ 
ling was adopted by the Mahers, for whom 
he has been a reliable hunter for over 12 
years. 

John Vale finished the almost six-mile 
course in good shape. Marnie said, "My 
mother and father kept him fit for me by 
hunting with Green Spring all year. All I had 
to do was come down and ride. They even 
walked the course for me." 

Marnie, 20, is a student in American 
Studies at Middlebury College in Vermont 
where she keeps fit skiing, jogging and play¬ 
ing tennis. "I nearly got bounced off when he 
checked going down a hill, but I think I led all 
the way, except once when Sally went 
ahead." 

Mr. and Mrs. Walter Brewster bought 
John Vale some years ago from Cary Jackson 
to use as a hunter. The previous week he had 
carried Mamie's father to a fourth place 
finish in Green Spring's old-fashioned race. 

Running Bear is some pony. Henry Coch¬ 
ran's stout bay campaigner carried his 14- 
year-old owner to his second victory in as 
many weeks. Winning child rider in Green 
Spring's race, the Gilman student won the 
pony division of the Cross by staying close to 
the two leaders. "At one point we were head 
and head with Marnie," he said. "Then after 
Pocock's meadow we stayed with Sally. 
There were some trappy coops, but it was a 
nice course." 

The Frederic Cross is a traditional old- 
fashioned point-to-point with two check¬ 
points where riders must pick up chits. Here 
the similarity to others ends and Ronald 
Maher's imagination takes over. Each year 
he supplies innovations to keep riders alert. 

This year the start and finish were on Mr. 
and Mrs. Oliver Reeder's lovely Hope Farm 
which belonged to Mr. Reeder's aunt, Mrs. 
S. Lurman Stewart, and is now occupied by 
the Reeders' daughter, Mrs. Charles 
Williams, and her husband. 


There were two checkpoints, but riders 
could go in either direction around what 
turned out to be a huge circle. Something 
close to chaos was expected at the finish. 

The start looked like shoppers heading for 
a bargain sale. Horses and riders exploded in 
all directions. Marnie led one group into a big 
post and rail fence where some ponies re¬ 
fused and had to wait until two obliging 
horses took out panels for them. Others dis¬ 
appeared in another direction down a long 
hill. Soon spectators were left alone to scan 
the distant fields for their special riders. 
Nothing. "All I can see are some crows," said 
one man with binoculars. 

When riders reached either checkpoint 
(one on Manor Glen Farm and the other on 
Pocock's meadow off Pocock road) they 
found another of Ron's innovations. They 
had to pick up bicentennial buttons or little 
games of Chinese checkers and horse shoes, 
all of which were in slippery plastic bags. 
These were stuffed in mouths, pockets, 
anywhere, as the field hurried on. 

The winning trio was spotted galloping up 
the long hill to the finish from the northeast. 
Two minutes after they crossed, Hilles 
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Marnie Brewster shows chits to judges 
following her second winning ride in a row 
on John Vale in the Cross Memorial. 

Horner, Georgeann Hale and Ben Griswold, 
IV, were seen approaching from the south¬ 
west over the downed post and rail. Spec¬ 
tators were relieved at the time lapse and 
that's how the rest finished — small groups 
of riders or individuals straggled in with no 
traffic jam. 

Fifty-nine riders competed in seven divi¬ 
sions. A secretary for each division tied dif¬ 
ferent colored surveyor's tape to each rider's 
arms. It was a beautifully organized race 
with eight prizes awarded as follows: 

• Marnie Brewster on John Vale was first 
rider and first lady to finish. 

• Ben Griswold, IV, joint MFH of 
Elkridge-Harford, won the lightweight gent¬ 
lemen's division on King's Currier. 

• Paul Krakes on Pat's Terror, an 11- 
year-old gelding which he bought from 
Harry L. Burkheimer, was first heavyweight. 
A U. S. Government employee with HEW, 
Krakes comes from Washington, D. C. to 
hunt with Elkridge-Harford. Czech by birth, 
he came to this country after World War II. 

• Hilles Horner, 17, a student at Garrison 
Forest School, rode her mother's 8-year-old 
Thoroughbred Revoltosa to win the division 
for juniors, 17 and under. 

• Henry Cochran, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Peyton S. Cochran, and Running Bear won 
the pony division. 

• Georgeann Hale, 17, on Dreyfus was 
first in the Triple A (Amateur, Amateur, 
Amateur) to finish. This division is for riders 
who have never competed. Dreyfus may be 
remembered as H. Turney McKnight's good 
jumper and he was given to the Hereford 
High School student about two years ago. 
"He pulls a little," she said, "but he settles 
down and is a super jumper."

Last to finish within 30 minute interval 
were Charles B. (Sprat) Reeves and Violet. 


• Rolli Breitenecker, 7, won the trophy 
given in memory of Col. Jacob Pearce to the 
youngest child to finish. He is a student at 
Calvert School and the son of Dr. and Mrs. 
Rudiger Breitenecker. 

• Charles B. "Sprat" Reeves was the last 
person to finish within the 30 minute interval 
between the start and finish. On Violet who 
was selected for him by Sylvia Hechter and 
bought from Mike Smithwick, Reeves com¬ 
peted in the Triple A division. The 53-year- 
old lawyer was perspiring freely and glow¬ 
ing with success, but promised he would be 
back next year. 

• The Harry L. Burkheimer Trophy for the 
first rider over 60 was not awarded this year 
because the only entry scratched. Burk¬ 
heimer, who has won it for most of the years 
it's been donated, did not enter. 
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Irish Foxhunter 
Thady Ryan 
In Maryland 


Master of the famed Scarteen Black and 
Tans encourages American horsemen to 
tour Ireland on horseback or by horse- 
drawn wagon during non-hunting season . 



Ireland's most famous foxhunter stopped 
off in Maryland last month while making a 
swing through eastern American horse cen¬ 
ters as part of a promotional tour for the Irish 
Tourist Board. 

Thady Ryan, Master of the Scarteen's 
famous Black and Tan foxhounds, wasn't 
here to drum up interest in foxhunting but 
rather to encourage American horse people 
to visit Ireland during the non-hunting sea¬ 
son. 

Mr. Ryan was accompanied on his trip by 
his wife, Anne, and Joe Lynam, a member of 
the Irish Tourist Board. 

Said Mr. Ryan: "Foxhunting in Ireland is 
selling itself faster than we can keep up with 
the demand. One person tells another per-

son, and the word is spread. Now we are 
getting so many guests that we have the 
danger of spoiling the sport for all of us. This 
sounds like I am speaking against myself 
because at Scarteen we do take in paying 
guests. But it is important that we don't take 
in too many. Twelve at one time is our 
maximum. Another 20 can be quartered at 
nearby inns. 

"And in addition to housing and meals 
and such things, there is the supply of horses 
to consider. We want all of our guests 
mounted on really good horses. Well, there 
is a limit to how many really good horses are 
available." 

So because there is no longer a need to 
promote Ireland's foxhunting to Americans, 
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Mr. Ryan is attempting now to generate en¬ 
thusiasm for week-long trail rides to be held 
during the months of May, June and July. 
The Irish Tourist Board is, of course, partici¬ 
pating in this promotional campaign on be¬ 
half of many other Irish horsemen who are as 
anxious as Mr. Ryan to lure paying guests to 
their estates during the summer months. 

For example, brochures distributed by Mr. 
Lynam include those of Mrs. Mary Burns' 
Monemore Farm Guest House in Emly, 
County Tipperary; Raford House, in Kiltulla, 
County Galway; William Gleeson's Bally- 
looby House, in Knocklong, County 
Limerick, and Robert B. Lamb's Anner 
House Farm, in Cloneen, County Tipperary. 

All of these farm owners furnish lodgings 
and horses. And for non-riders there is a 
horse-drawn wagon trip which moves lei¬ 
surely along a prescribed route making 
overnight stops at prearranged guest 
houses. 

Commenting on the journey by wagon 
(horse-drawn caravans in Irish parlance), 
Mr. Lynam said that 95 per cent of the sub¬ 
scribers come from Europe. "Americans," he 
explained, "find the pace too slow. They like 
action. Something fast. They are what I call 
hit and run visitors. On the other hand, the 
Germans and the French — they like the 
horse-drawn caravans even though a very 
small part of Ireland is covered. 


"Price per person for the caravan (i.e. 
horse and wagon) ranges from $60 a week to 
$130 a week, depending upon the season. A 
maximum of five are assigned to a single 
caravan. The average is closer to two and a 
half." 

Included with the fee are overnight lodg¬ 
ings, meals and a supply of oats for the 
horse. "While on the trip," said Mr. Lynam, 
"the horse's main diet is the grass he eats 
overnight." 

But Mr. Lynam is more anxious to promote 
the riding trips offered during the summer 
months than the treks made with tinker-type 
wagons. 

On this subject he explains that during the 
week-long horseback ride there is "no camp¬ 
ing with pitching of tents and cooking food 
in the open. If one especially enjoys hardship 
and suffering, one can experience them in 
one's own country. We feel that anyone who 
has spent a whole day in the saddle is enti¬ 
tled to a bath, a drink, a good dinner and a 
comfortable bed." 

"And," interjected Mr. Ryan, "we try hard 
to match up the right rider with the right 
horse. This is important for several reasons, 
one of them being that if we make a good 
match the guest may well wind up buying 
the horse from us. 

"You see in riding the same horse for a 
week, the guest becomes quite familiar with 
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Ryan continued 

his mount. Our system is to leave the horses 
at a prearranged spot after a day's ride and 
then return the group to its homebase (Scar- 
teen for Mr. Ryan's guests) by lorry. They 
sleep in their own beds at home each night. 
Then in the morning they get a good break¬ 
fast and are taken back by lorry to the place 
where the horses were kept overnight. 

"It's a wonderful way to appreciate the 
color of Ireland. The real Ireland, you might 
say." 

Asked how long the Ryan family had oc¬ 
cupied Scarteen, the MFH said: "We moved 
in there almost 200 years ago. My family has 
been hunting for over 300 years. I follow the 
tradition of the family in that I am the eldest 
son of the eldest son and am the one most 
interested in hunting."

Of Mr. and Mrs. Ryan's six children only 
two (a 21-year-old daughter and an 18- 
year-old son) are avid foxhunters. Their el¬ 
dest son, 19, is primarily a farmer who rides 
only occasionally. "He argues with me about 
where we ride," confessed Mr. Ryan. "He'll 
ask: 'Is it really necessary that you ride across 
that field?' " 

Mrs. Ryan says that their youngest, a 
9-year-old girl, is anxious to become a 
foxhunter but that she is too young to ride 
"across the type of country we have at Scar¬ 
teen." 

Because of her household duties in 
accommodating guests as well as raising her 
children, Mrs. Ryan has not herself hunted 
"for quite a few years." But she said that she 
hopes soon to get back into the saddle as a 
foxhunter now that her family is growing up. 

Husband and wife evidenced only one 
mild disagreement during their interview. 
Mrs. Ryan, in recounting her duties, added 
"and the hounds, themselves — they're such 
a burden." Mr. Ryan quickly interceded. 
"Please," he said to his wife, "don't say 
they're a burden. Of course they require at¬ 
tention. But a burden? Never." □

THE BIG BOSS 

Ch., 1965, BOLD RULER—*ANADEM II, by *MY BABU 
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Mt. Hood towers over prairie schooners 
leaving Washington. Bicentennial Wagon 
Train Pilgrimage will reach Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, in time for Fourth of July. 
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Wagons East continued 

More than a hundred years ago, lines of 
Conestoga wagons wended their way across 
the country, carrying Americans to new 
frontiers. Many of these pioneers set out on 
their westward adventure from Maryland. 
The Wagon Train Pilgrimage is recreating 
those days. But instead of traveling west, the 
famous wagons are reversing the route and 
traveling east. Their final destination is Val¬ 
ley Forge, Pennsylvania, where they will en¬ 
camp for two months. 

There are five major routes involved, fol¬ 
lowing closely the traditional trails of west¬ 
ward expansion: the Northwest route from 
Oregon and Washington, the Southwest 
route from southern California, the South¬ 
ern route from Texas, the Great Lakes route 
from Minnesota, and the Eastern seaboard 
route from Georgia and Maine. 

Each state, including Hawaii, is repre¬ 
sented by its own wagon bearing the official 
Bicentennial state emblem. The wagons from 
the West are replicas of prairie schooners, 
while the Eastern states are using Cones¬ 
togas. As the train reaches each state, that 
state's official wagon joins the main body 
and proceeds on toward Pennsylvania. 


A chuck wagon takes care of feeding the 
teamsters, and the horses are fed by a local 
representative of Agway, one of the spon¬ 
sors of the project. Each state furnishes 
horses to pull its own wagon and a wagon 
master to help direct the train. Perhaps 
Maryland has the most spectacular team of 
all: Wagon Master Howard Streaker's im¬ 
mense Shires will proudly pull the state's 
wagon. 

At each night's encampment site, local 
communities are invited to join the campsite 
rituals and, weather permitting, enjoy a 
musical show celebrating the ideals of the 
original founding fathers. Local groups are 
asked to provide reciprocal entertainment, 
hoedowns, sing-ins, etc. 

The routing of the train is controlled in part 
by the time factor. The wagons are scheduled 
to arrive in Valley Forge by July 4. This pre¬ 
cludes the wagons visiting all sections of a 
state. However, for those communities not 
on the direct routes, there is a way to join the 
pilgrimage. Scrolls have been designed 
which may be signed by interested citizens 
and then carried by rider relay, carriages, 
pony express routes, etc., to the wagon train 
where they will be placed in their state 
wagon and conveyed to Valley Forge for en-

shrinement. In Maryland, the local 4-H 
groups are getting underway with plans for 
the scrolls. 

Maryland officially received its wagon on 
February 19. In a ceremony at the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Museum in Baltimore, 
Mayor William Donald Schaefer and the 
Maryland Bicentennial Commissioners ac¬ 
cepted the wagon from Thomas Flory, presi¬ 
dent of Azar Storage, Annapolis, the local 
representative of Aero Mayflower. This 
world-wide moving organization, one of the 
principal sponsors of the pilgrimage, is de¬ 
livering a wagon to each state and accom¬ 
panying the major trains as they proceed to 
Valley Forge. Mayflower will then return all 


wagons to their original states. It is estimated 
that Mayflower vans will log over 100,000 
miles in connection with the pilgrimage. 

The Wagon Train Pilgrimage promises to 
be one of the truly nationalB\centennia\ cele¬ 
brations. Its appeal is widespread, as already 
evidenced by stories coming from the West¬ 
ern states. Literally hundreds of riders are 
accompanying the wagons as they roll. Any¬ 
one may apply to 'Tide along." In fact, 
everyone is encouraged to do so. Those 
wishing to ride for a day can just show up 
and ride. However, for those who wish to 
take a week or so to accompany the train, an 
official application must be completed and 
certain mandatory equine health require¬ 
ments observed. For a two dollar fee, you 
may become an official rider and sign the 
articles of the train, just as the original 
pioneers did. What a great way to spend this 
year's vacation! 

The train will cover approximately 20 miles 
a day and encamp at various sites pre¬ 
selected by the state chairman in cooperation 
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Wagons East continued 

with Bicentennial groups throughout the 
state. Maryland will host two separate 
groups — one coming up the old Wilderness 
route through Tennessee and Kentucky and 
the other coming from Georgia. Already 
Marylanders are signing up to ride along. 
The First Continental Dragoons, a mounted 
troop dedicated to recreating the original 
cavalry of Washington's time, have signed 
up to accompany the train through Mary¬ 
land. Many other riding groups are in¬ 
terested in joining and all are welcome. It will 
not be surprising to see over 100 riders a day 
escorting the wagons through the Maryland 
countryside.

Veterinary Medicine Series 


Dr. Frank Enzie 
Is Expert On 
Animal Parasites 


By Lucy Acton 


Having a horse checked or treated for 
worms is like a tune-up job on an au¬ 
tomobile. 

Everybody agrees it's necessary, but not 
many people know how much good it does. 

Dr. Frank Enzie knows. Chairman of the 
Animal Parasitology Institute of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture's Research Cen¬ 
ter in Beltsville, Dr. Enzie knows more about 
parasites than he knows about horses. 

He can lose you in a maze of words you've 
never heard before or smile with you over 
the curiosities of nature. He'll tell you as 
much as you want to know about the little 
beasties, but please, he keeps reminding, 
never try to be your own mechanic. Always 
consult a veterinarian about worming. 

To understand anything at all about para¬ 
sites in horses, it's easiest to start by looking 
at the three main categories: protozoa, hel¬ 
minths (worms), and arthropods (external 
parasites). 

Protozoan parasites are microscopically 
small animals. Certain species, transmitted 
to horses primarily by ticks, attack the red 
blood cells and produce a malaria-like ill¬ 


ness, resulting in anemia and eventually 
death. Equine piroplasmosis, which became 
a serious threat to the Florida horse industry 
when it was introduced there in 1961-62, is 
caused by such protozoan blood parasites. 
More from Dr. Enzie on that subject later. 

Worms come in two types: roundworms 
and flatworms. Roundworms, alias stron- 
gyles, are by far the most numerous type of 
parasite affecting horses and they also cause 
the most problems. 

Bloodworms, a type of roundworm, are 
the most damaging parasites in horses, Dr. 
Enzie explained. There are three species of 
bloodworms. The most damaging of the 
three, strongylus vulgaris , migrates through 
the bloodstream of horses, causes severe 
damage to the arteries, and produces 
aneurisms (bulged out, weakened areas in 
blood vessels) which can burst and lead to 
death. Colic and lameness can also be caused 
by these parasites. 

Other large roundworms can attack the 
horse's intestines, perforating the intestinal 
wall and causing peritonitis and death. As- 
carids are the largest roundworms, up to 50 
centimeters long ( 2 V 2 centimeters equals an 
inch). 
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Enzie continued 

The flatworms include tapeworms and 
flukes. Tapeworms, which have three or four 
species affecting horses, are "by and large 
not much of a problem in horses," Dr. Enzie 
said. Flukes are flat, leaf-shaped parasites 
that are more commonly found in sheep and 
cattle than in horses. 

Arthropods, or external parasites such as 
lice, mange mites and ticks, can cause annoy¬ 
ing and sometimes painful conditions but 
they seldom threaten a horse's life. Dr. Enzie 
went on. 

Stomach bots, difficult to classify since 
they spend part of their lives as external and 
part as internal parasites, can be both annoy¬ 
ing and harmful, though. 

In warm weather bots are flies, bothering 
horses at pasture and laying their tiny 
yellowish-white eggs on the horse's legs, 
muzzle and throat. The horse licks the eggs, 
which then proceed to his stomach and 
"overwinter" as larvae. In spring the larvae 
are passed out in manure, to hatch into flies 
and repeat the cycle. Bots are extremely 


numerous, especially where manure is al¬ 
lowed to build up, and they can seriously 
interfere with a horse's digestion. 

Altogether there are over 30 different 
kinds of internal parasites that affect horses. 
Dr. Enzie said."You'd think the pig, spend¬ 
ing all that time in the mud, would have all 
kinds of parasites. He has fewer than almost 
any other animal. The horse is right up there 
near the top of the list. We don't know why." 

Horses can tolerate a certain number of 
parasites, he explained. When the parasite 
levels become high, they begin to sap the 
animal's strength. Rather than killing him 
outright, they usually interfere with his utili¬ 
zation of feed, making him tire easily while 
losing weight. As horses grow older, they 
seem to develop some resistance to para¬ 
sites, becoming partially immune from con¬ 
stant exposure, Dr. Enzie explained. 

Parasites are a more serious threat to 
young horses than older ones both because 
they are more susceptible and because the 
organisms can interfere with their develop¬ 
ment. A foal can get parasites as soon as he is 
born.

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Most parasites are picked up while horses 
are grazing, where eggs and larvae are on the 
grass and ground. Bloodworms live in the 
horse's intestinal tract and pass their eggs 
out in his manure. The eggs then hatch into 
larvae which crawl onto grass and infect the 
horse as it grazes. 

Significantly for owners, however, 
roundworms do not multiply within their 
host (the horse). The number of larvae a 
horse eats is the number of parasites he'll 
end up carrying around. So it's in the own¬ 
er's interest to rotate his stock in different 
fields and dispose of manure if possible. 

Usually a veterinarian can best tell 
whether or not a horse needs worming; and 
it's not a good idea to treat a horse that 
doesn't need it. Dr. Enzie went on. But when 
a veterinarian does decide to worm your 
horse, he's usually going after bots and 
roundworms. There is no good treatment for 
tapeworms. 

A veterinarian may decide to test for 
roundworms before starting treatments. He 
does this by taking a specimen of the horse's 
manure, placing it in a vial and mixing it

thoroughly with a strong solution of table 
salt. He makes a slide of material from the 
top of the vial, since the eggs will rise to the 
top, and examines it under a microscope. 
"Eggs of all strongyles look very much 
alike," said Dr. Enzie. "It's hard to identify 
bloodworm eggs or any other type of stron- 
gyle egg specifically. But they all usually re¬ 
spond to the same treatment." 

Many drugs are 95 to 100 per cent effective 
against the small strongyles and about 85 per 
cent or more effective against large stron¬ 
gyles such as bloodworms, he related. 
"Some roundworms are actually within the 
tissues of the stomach and intestines and 
they come out to finish their life cycles after 
the worm medicine passes through. So it's 
often important to repeat treatment." 

Parasitologists depend on drug treatments 
"to about the same extent that virologists 
and bacteriologists depend on vaccines," he 
commented. "Parasites are complex or¬ 
ganisms while viruses are relatively simple. 
Some day we may have vaccines to combat 


them, but right now that's pretty far down 
the road." 

Although equine worm parasites are re¬ 
sponsible for large, uncalculated losses in the 
horse industry every year (and drugs de¬ 
signed to kill them represent a multi-million 
dollar segment of the veterinary phar¬ 
maceutical business) the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture has paid little attention to the 
problem since the 1940's. 

"Horses were declared a non-agricultural, 
non-farm animal back in the early '40's," Dr. 
Enzie explained. "With mechanization of 
farms they were no longer essential. The pic¬ 
ture has changed within the last 10 to 15 
years with the growth of the pleasure horse 
and racing industries, so the government is 
gradually beginning to sponsor research on 
horses again." 

The Animal Parasitology Institute, which 
Dr. Enzie heads, is the federal government's 
national center for this kind of research. Lo¬ 
cated on 400 acres of farm-like ground near 
Route 1 in Beltsville, the Institute employs 
some 35 scientists — animal parasitologists, 
veterinarians, biochemists, microbiologists

— the largest such group in the country 
studying parasitism in livestock. There is a 
total staff of about 100, which includes ani¬ 
mal caretakers, technicians, laboratory help¬ 
ers, clerks and secretaries. 

Parasitologists there work on all classes of 
agricultural animals and poultry. Their re¬ 
sumption of research on horses was 
triggered by the Florida equine piroplas- 
mosis epizootic in 1961-62. 

"Our primary concern was to develop a 
diagnostic test and we did. We've also done 
some chemotherapy work and life cycle in¬ 
vestigation," Dr. Enzie explained. "We're 
continuing treatment and diagnostic 
studies." 

Equine piroplasmosis has never been 
much of a threat in Maryland. It is believed to 
have been introduced into Florida with 
horses imported from Cuba. One carrier is 
the tropical horse tick Dcrmaceutor nitens, a 
species related to the American dog tick or 
wood tick. 

The only other horse-related project at the 
Institute involves the development and 
evaluation of worming drugs.

"We have no direct funds for that," ex¬ 
plained Dr. Enzie. "We study and evaluate 
drugs designed for all livestock and poultry, 
both new and established preparations, and 
our results are published in scientific jour¬ 
nals that are available to the veterinary pro¬ 
fession and other interested groups. The 
equine part of the program is about three 
years old." 

The Institute buys 30 to 40 horses a year — 
at $50 to $100 a head — to conduct this re¬ 
search. The procedure is relatively simple, 
but tedious. The horse is dosed with a drug 
and all his manure is collected and examined 
for worms during the next several days. 
Then he is destroyed, autopsied, and the 
number of worms left in his body is com¬ 
puted. "By determining how many worms 
were removed and how many are left we can 
calculate approximately how effective the 
drug was," explained Dr. Enzie. 

In the late 1930's the commonly used 
worming drug Phenothiazine was de¬ 
veloped at Beltsville, and other drugs have 
also had their origins there, but in recent 
years most worm drugs have been de¬ 
veloped by pharmaceutical companies be¬ 
cause of the obvious financial incentive, Dr. 
Enzie related. 

One of the most outstanding features of 
the Institute is its "collection unit." A kind of 
museum for animal parasites, it contains 
about 70,000 "lots" of parasites preserved in 
bottles and on slides. A lot can contain from 
one to several hundred parasites. The collec¬ 
tion may be the largest of its kind in the 
world. 

If a veterinarian finds a parasite he can't 
identify, he may be able to match it with one 
of the Institute's specimens, or he may con¬ 
sult the Institute's index catalogue to review 
research on the problem. Veterinary scien¬ 
tists from all over the world travel to 
Beltsville for information from the Institute's 
compendium on the world's literature of 
parasitology, according to a government 
brochure. 

A 1940 graduate of the Ohio University 
College of Veterinary Medicine, Dr. Enzie

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came to the Research Center in 1942 after a 
brief stint with the now defunct Bureau of 
Animal Industry. He has been chairman of 
the Institute since 1972. 

Raised in Long Beach, Calif., Dr. Enzie 
said he has been intrigued with veterinary 
research all of his life, although he had not 
specifically planned a career in parasitology 
until the opportunity came up. 

And now, after 30-odd years in the busi¬ 
ness, does he think more of parasites than 
their hosts? 


"Absolutely not," said Dr. Enzie. "That's 
one of the things I caution my staff about: 
Never lose sight of the fact that our goal here 
is to help the animals. That is a pitfall for 
some researchers without a farm 
background, and I think it's one of the 
reasons veterinarians are particularly well 
prepared for parasitology research. They've 
had exposure to the various kinds of diseases 
that animals can have, and they're not 
caught up with the notion that just because 
we're working with parasites an animal that 
dies necessarily dies because of them." □

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Editorial 


The Votes Weren't There 

Having worked for nearly two years to convince Maryland's General Assembly 
that laws governing the Maryland Fund program should be revised, I am naturally 
disappointed by the House Ways and Means Committee decision to give Senate Bill 536 
an unfavorable report. 

It is, in my opinion, regrettable that the issue was decided by politics rather than 
merit. I say this with no feeling of rancor or bitterness. The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association was given ample opportunity by Ways and Means to state its case. The 
committee's chairman, Ben Cardin, was gracious and courteous. 

We failed (9 votes to 7) because the race tracks used every weapon in their arsenal 
(including an excellent, high-salaried lobbyist). 

I thought that Delegate Elmo Walters summed up the committee's thinking rather 
well when he said that the racing industry should keep its wars at home rather than 
bring them to Annapolis. 

Said Mr. Walters: "The legislature has done a lot for Maryland's racing. I myself 
always try to help the sport because I know it's important to the state's economy, and I 
also happen to enjoy it. 

"But I don't enjoy sitting in judgment on warring factions. 

"In my opinion, the Maryland Racing Commission should hold hearings on this 
problem and then come before us with a unified package. In other words, if the law 
needs to be changed, it should be worked out administratively. You people are asking 
us to take sides on an issue that is so complex that only an expert can have a true 
opinion. And very few members of this committee are experts on horse racing." 

The logic of Mr. Walters' statement is compelling — almost to the point of being 
irrefutable. But the one issue not considered is the inflexible self-interest to which all 
segments of the industry must plead guilty. 

Obviously, when opposing groups refuse to compromise, a third party must act as 
referee. It is the General Assembly's opinion that the Maryland Racing Commission 
should fill this role. 

J. Newton Brewer, Jr., is, in my opinion, a strong and fair-minded chairman. The 
time has come for him to give our problem his personal attention. We do not want to 
fight another war in 1977. But if we must, we must.
